whoat  and  tho  t)arloy,  fnttitning  the  cattle  and  nhoop,  making  huCtiir 
and  chooHo,  and  building  railroadH  and  canaln  to  Hond  thuHO  to  the 
groat  KuroiMwn  markut.  Wohavo  mado  huninoitH  and  polilicH  a  very 
largo  iwrtion  of  our  provincial  life,  but  I  doairo  to  call  attontion  to  the 
fact  that  )>ack  of  that  and  Iwfore  all  that  thoro  ban  boon  nonio  romance 
in  our  liiHtory,  and  I  would  like  to  HUggoHt  nomo  linoH  of  ntudy  and 
r«fi«arch  that  will  open  up  thoite  hiddon  troanuroe — for  it  ia  a  troanure 
to  any  people  to  fool  and  to  know  that  thoro  in  a  romantic  olomont  in 
itH  growth.  Tho  pagoM  of  our  hintory  aro  not  as  dull  as  houio  would 
have  us  believe,  and  though  wo  may  be  liicking  in  some  of  the  attract- 
ivo  olomonts  of  our  follow  Canadian^  of  Kroncli  ancoHtry,  yot  wo  have 
a  hitttory  of  our  own  that  in  full  of  intt^roHt,  that  is  vario«l  in  itn 
nature,  one  in  which  wo  can  take  laudable  pride  if  only  we  understand 
it  aright. 

Why  have  our  pobts  and  our  story  Writers  and  our  studonts 
of  economic  ({Uostions  gone  to  Acadia,  Quebec,  and  the  far-off  parts  of 
the  Northwest,  for  their  inspirati6n  and  their  themes  ?  Some  may  say 
bocaUHo  they  <lid  not  find  thoir  inHpiratiop  and  thoir  thetne  at  homo, 
others  may  say  liocauHo  Parkinan  h<is  ontrance<l  thom  with  his  inter- 
weaving of  romance  and  narrative,  that  delightful  mingling  of  story 
and  history  that  may  he  doscrilma  as  intoxicating  or  at  least  att  iiios- 
meric,  an(l  because  Kirby  told  a  tale  in  his  Uoldon  Dog  that  has  never 
been  surpassed  by  his  (Successors,  if  it  has  been  equalled.  Others  may 
say  that  we  are  always  most  attracted  by  the  distant  and  the 
foreign,  we  can  see  more  romance  in  a  people  that  have  other  ways  and 
other  speech  than  we  have  ourselves,  ana  we  can  readilV  find  a  story 
that  wul  interest  others  like  ourselves  if  only  we  seek  it  in  a  foreign 
situation,  and  with  others  who  do  not  think  as  we  do  or  speak  our 
language.  This  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  there  is  always 
awaiting  such  stories  the  native  critic  who  is  ready  to  lay  bare  tne 
inaccuracies  and  the  mistakes  of  the  foreigner,  who  ib  inaccurate  and

The  aawsen- 
dantii  of  thoae  who  aettled  alontf  the  .St  Uwrenoe.  around  the  Bay  of 
Qtiinte.  h«r«  ana   then*  along  tlii,   frcmt  of  Ukfl  Ontario.  an)un<l  the 
Niauara  wminaula.  ami  at  far  woat  an   txinguo  Point.  hi|Ve  piayoa  an 
ImiKirUnt  i)art   in  the  bulWing  of  this  Province ;   manv  ''»J«'  n*^ 
Ukcn  an  active  intorwit  in  the  gathftfing  togfltlu^r  of  thlii  oxhibition 
can  trace  th«ir  anceatry  Uck  to  tho«e  pionoem.  an<l  tliore  w  l»ttl«  wmider 
that  tluiir  int«re«t  ia  no  keen  in  the  momoriala  of  a  hundred  yearn  ago. 
In  the  train  of  the  U.  E.  Uiyaliata  came  manv  othem.  fnenai  ami 
relatlvca  l«ft  IwhimLaepiwrftU^a  hy  th«  nMcwitiea  of  the  tune;  aympath- 
iaorH  at  Hnit  with  the  R«volutionint«.  but  who  li«aring  of  the  produo; 
ti  veneaa  of  the  new  country  came  to'  Upp«r  C>ada  to  take  up  lana  for 
themaelvt«.     They  croaaecl  at  Niagara  or  IhjIow   Kmgaton.     Among 
thoHe  may  Iw  m»iiition«<l  in  parti«4lar   the  Gernmn«-1  .mnHvlvania 
Dutch  aH  they  are  uHually  calletP^Who.  detlring  new  lanaa.  had  formed 
«  nort  of  colonijsation    comimny.     they  drove  their  heavy   oxcartu 
rmrth.  croHHing  at   Niagara,  a  few    at  Toronto.     Many  of  theae  were 
d.«icenaHiitH  of  the  Palatine  Oermanii -who  came  out.  an  we  mentioned 
before,  al«ut  1710.    They  aettlea  portionH  of  the  County  of  York  and 
aIhP  of  the  County  of  Waterloo. 

I  mentioned  the  coming  of  the  Quakert  a  few  momenta  ago-  those 
ouiet.  imluBtrioua.  peace  loving  Frienda.  Suroly,  you  «ay.  there  ih  no 
romance  in  their  hintory.  I  Icannot  speak  with  knowledge  of  the  ^ua- 
kernof  weatoijn  OnUrio.  but  Uiia  I  know  that  there  are  very  iew 
familieH  in  the  Bay  of  QuinteDiatrict  that  do  not  carry  some  (Quaker 
blood  and  the  development  of  that  section  la  due  in  no  small  dcgne  to 
the  iodustry  of  these  lovers  of  peace.  Soiiie  of  them  were  fighting 
Quakers  and  came  as  U.  E.  Loyalists,  many  of  them  cameover  aftor  the 
U.  E.  Loyalista  had  settled.  In  1798  the  first  meeting  was  orgim- 
md  in  the  house  of  Philip  Itorland,  who  had  been  elected  as  member 
of  the  First  Legislature  of  Upper  Canada  for  Pnnoe  Edward  and 
Adolphustown  and  had  been  denied  his  seat  because  of  his  refusal  to 
take  the  oath.  They  erected  a  meetinghouse  m  1799  which  w  still 
fltonditig.    From  Lennox  they  spread  into  Prince  Edward.  Hastings.

ing  to  Rh«Mi«  Inland,  whf^re  ho  l>«><*nni«  Governor  Rt'tweon  I7N4  and 
1810  eevnral  dnecendantj^kmit  to  I*rinco  i*^lward<!ounty.  I  gave  you 
in  my  flnit  example  a  fafMTy  of  Rona.  Thia  wan  a  family  of  daught<MH. 
H«re  are  th«  namvA^'  Matura,  Matilda,  lluth,  PhtAie,  M««hitali«l, 
Abigail,  Patience  and  (.V)nt(mt.  Th«ini  niuat  have  l(e<m  eomo  humor  in 
the  old  Quaker  to  name  hia  feventh  daughter  Fatitmce,  and  the  eighth 
and  laat  Omtent  l^eae  two,  with  their  elder  aiater  Abigail,  came 
with  their  huahandn,  not  in  j»arIor  cara.  but  in  lumber  wagonn,  bring- 
ing with  th**ni  their  Imdding,  flax-Hpinning  wheolft  and  Holid  Milvt^rware, 
Their  diHtcenclante  are  numAruua  in  Prince  Edward  (/ounty.  ^ 

Tlie  ohi  Quakera  had  larg«  familii  it.  many  of  tlu^ir  ohildn-n.  bow- 
«ver, joineii  U»«  Anglican,  Metlio«liHt  an<l  PnwbyU^rian  chuil^heH  The 
.early  Quakera  would  lie  a  fruitful  and  intereating  .flel(|  of  atudy.  I 
have  given  you  noni«  Diito.h,  Oennan  and  Fnnich  nanieH.  Hon^  are  a 
few  taken  from  the  Hamu  "  K«cor«iH  "  tliat  HUggwHt  duHcent  f n)m  Puritan 
and  Pilgrim  atook  awl  are  fair  aamplea  of  the  ohi  Quaker  namea. 
thoui£(h  Buch  were  by  no  meana  reMtricUwl  to  QiiakerH :— ( -ontont 
Caatle,  Charity  Hill,  Patience  Pomeroy,  Ruth  Williama,  Prudence 
Barret,  Mercy  Hawley,  Temperance  Rombough. 

Moat  of  the  U.  E.  Loyaliata  who  settled  around  Niagara  and  on 
the  Bay  of  Quinte  were  proteatanta.  In  Sir  John  JohnHona  Royal 
New  York  Regiment  were  a  large  number  of  Scottiah  soldiera,  moat  of 
them  proteatani  but  aome  catholics.  The  former  settled  on  the  St 
LJAwrence  in  the  countiea  of  Stormont  and  Dundos ;  the  catholics  made 
a  sm«ll  settlement  in  Olengarry.  Soon  after  came  a  large  acoesaion  to 
their  numbera,  the  Olengarry  Fencibles  with  their  gallant  and  devoted 
leader.  Father  Macdonell,  afterwanla  the  Hrat  Roman  Catholic  Biahop 
of  Upper  Canada.  The  story  of  Bishop  Macdonell  and  his  Highlanders 
is  full  of  interest.  Bom  in  1762,  in  InverneHshire.  he  was  educated 
for  the  priesthood.  He  went  back  to  minister  to  his  own  people  and 
found  them  in  dire  distress  because  of  their  small  holdings  being 
turned  /into  sheep  walks.  He  arranged  witl)  Qlasgow  manufao- 
iurera  for  their  employment  and  came  doWn  from  the  Highlands  with 
700  or  800  stalwart  laborers.    Soon  after  occurred  the  French  revolu-

The  deBcendttnU  of  the  Lowlahdera  and  of  the  Highlandem  in 
OnUrio  are  in  comfortoble  circuinnUncw.  and  it  ih  difflcuit  for  ub  to 
realize  with  what  sorrow  and  regret  they  took  a  tearful  farewell  of 
'  hill  ami  dale  and  watohed  thri  lawt  line  of  oUI  Scotland  faxle  away, 
even  though  they  may  hAve  felt  that  they  were  being  dnven  from 
•  home— driven  it  may  have  been,  but  it  waa  from  home.  We  can  per- 
haps xatch  Home  of  their  npirit  and  their  feeling  if  we  recall  the  old 
Cani^an  boat  Hong  that  they  Bang  in  Gaelic  on  the  St.  Lawrence.

In  n^oalling  the  huroee  of  cArly  dMVH  in  Uppc^r  Canada  let  uh  give 
full  praimt  to  nie»  l|kn/Steifrirt  and  Langhom,  Loeee  and  Dunl^am, 
MoDowall  and  Macdoni^ll,  wlxi  travepM^d  the  HcattnrtMl  NttttliMnonte  of 
thiHpruvinc«af<M)t  or  on  honiraMtck,  in  dugout  or  in  the  hirchlMirk.in'd 
who  carried  p<*aco  and  hai>pin<)m  into  the  houuw  of  th»  early  Mtttwm. 
Surely  in  the  liven  of  Nuch  num  wore  the  highoet  and  truoet  eloniftnta  , 
of  ronmnco,  and  I  can  well  heliove  that,  actuated  oh  thoy  were  hy  the 
•auio  Hdolity  to  their  work  an  were  thoir  priHlecoHHorH  the  tffHuit 
4  Fathera,  they  labored  and  lived  free  from  the  caren  and  worrii)n  of 
theological  (liHputiiii«inH  It  Ih  Mid  that  when  (lifihop  Macdonnll 
received  vimtorn  of  Htatu  at  Kingnton  tho  wife  of  one  of  the  Protectant 
miniBtem  did  the  honont  of  his  houHo  on  more  than  one  occasion. 

Lot  me  give  you  juHt  onoj;li|npHo  of  early  religious  conditions 
'in  1846.     There  were  majM^'VaciinipIeH  in  Upper  Canada,  men  Were 
^  flisked  for.     The  Church  of  Hcotlandl  among  other  churchen.  waa  trying 
J/O  meet  the  demand.     A  deputation  Was  sent  out  to  visit  the  parishes. 
On  their  return    Rev.  Norman   MoLeod  gave  this  picture  of  the  con- 
ditions among  the  Scottish  Presbyterians :  i

*Thia  translation  of  the  Gaelic  Canadian  Ikiat  Song  waa  made  by  the  I'^rt  of 
Eglinton  and  appeared  in  TaU'$  Magazine,  June,  1849.  It  was  copied  from  thafc 
magasine  into  "The  Haid  •.ft'Albyn"  by  W  D.  Camubell,  pub.  Edinburgh  in  1884. 
I  have  been  enabled  to  reproduce  it  hero  through  tne  kindness  of  Mr.  Angus  Mo-

Cromarty  with  a  band  of  imiigraiita  for  America,  bouffll  for  the 
wondorful  Htatea  of  Colombia  (now  Venezuela.)  The  ({oo<t  people 
doubtleiui  thought  thfly  were  g<»inff  to  the  United  Htatea  Their 
geography  wan  faulty  or  limited.  They  were  landed  howuver  in  South 
Aiiun-icain  th«^  (iaguayradintrict  or  aiate,  a  country  devoted  largely 
to  coffee  plaiitationt.  They  iioon  haw  the  d(N:eption  that  had  been 
practifiod  upon  them — aome  found  work  on  th«  plantations  but  auch 
work  wan  Huitable  only  to  iiativea  of  a  wann  clkiiato.  Thuy  wept  over 
their  fate  and  longed  ^or  Auld  Hor)tia,  but  for  a  time  no  help  came. 
Thoy  WHr»  in  Hore  diHtresM  whnn  at  laat  an  Eniirlinh  Quaker  arrival, 
Joeeph  Lanc^uiter.  who  in'  wol!  known  an  tho  author  of  tho  lAticaHturian 
■aystem  of  Education.     He  became  intoreattMl  in  their  fate  and  laid  the
